ABORIGINAL 81BRUC1 URSIN GEORGIA. 


We have received with the compli« 
ments of the author, a pamphlet upon 
the ‘‘ Aboriginal Structures in Georgia,” 
by Colonel Oharles O. Jones, Jr., of 
Augusta.

THE NEW GERMAN PARLIAMENT. 


The result of what has been called 
the gravest crisis in the civil politics of 
Burope since MacMahon’s attempt in 
May, 1877, to destroy the French re- 
public, continues to be a subject of 
deep interest. The exact result cannot 
be stated, as about sixty supplementary 
elections have become necessary. The 
following statement is but an estimate, 
but it is approximately correct, and 
shows, moreover, at a glance the 
changes :

In the late parliament the various 
parties of liberals and progressists con- 
stituted a majority of the chamber. On 
leading questions they generally acted 
together, and the chancellor was com- 
pelled to submit to their terms. Against 
their domination he appealed to the 
people. Ihe result is a partial success 
on his part. While the ultramontanes 
have neither gained nor lost, the lib- 
efals are fewer by thirty members and 
the conservatiyes stronger by a like 
number. The social democrats have 
lost hali the seats they held in the late 
house. How Prince Bismarck gained this 
victory, it is not necessary to inquire, 
It is claimed that he outdid Fourton— 
that the right of public discussion be- 
fore the election was a farce, and 
the exercise of governmental power 
scandalous. But all this does not 
greatly concern us. 

The question now is, who will control 
the new pariiament? or rather, wlo 
‘will Prince Bismarck use in order to 
secure such legislation as he is bent on 
securing? The conservatives and lib- 
erais could control legislation in the 
new, as in ‘the old, parliament, 
but so could the Conservatives 
and ultramontanists. The chan- 
cellor at the head of 110 conservatives 
hes the option of relying upon either 
the liberals or the ultramontanes. He
